Here is the report of an enterpris­ 
ing club boy on his corn crop. The 
report was turned in to county agent 
J. B. HUL 
Dear Agent: 
Here is the record and story of 
my crop. I have answered all the 
questions as well as I am able: 
On January 30 I broke my ground 
and then listed it up and planted 
it April 6. The next thing I did 
was to drag the ridges down and 
then I center furrowed it. I then 
used a spring tooth harrow. I plow­ 
ed it with a double shovel and then 
hoed it. I plowed it again with a 
double shovel and about two week* 
later plowed it again with a double 
shovel and then about two or three 
wee ks later I laid it by with a heel 
sweep. 
. 
But after I laid it by a rise came 
up above the creek and got up over 
the co/ii and damaged it about IO 
or 12 bushels, but when I gather­ 
ed it the ears were so 
large 
it 
sounded like we were loading stove 
wood. 
If the flood had not 
come 
I 
would probably have made about 75 
bushels, at any rate I made 60 bush­ 
els and it won eight premiums at 
the coutnv fair and second prize at 
the state fair. 
My time has been well paid for 
and all my trouble. I want to do 
better in the corn next year. I am 
forever boosting club work.

Recipe for Pickling Pork. 
(From the Farm and Ranch) 
The' following is fine for pickling 
pork: 
Kill your hogs during a good dry- 
cold spell, clean and cut up as for 
dry salt curing. Hub each piece well 
with salt to which has been added 
the following: 
To each pound of 
salt add one cup brown sugar, white 
will do, if you can't get the brown; 
two ounces saltpeter, two ounces red 
aud two of black pepper. Rub well, 
especially the joints. I always take 
all bone out of hams when they 
are very large. The next day, after 
all animal heat is out, place In 
barrel and weight down and cover 
with the cold brine, made thus: To 
every four gallons of rain water 
with salt added until it will float an 
**gg, put in a pot,and add one pound 
brown sugar, two ounces saltpeter, 
two ounces black pepper, bring to a 
boil, and ^ t e r boiling for seven or 
eight minutes skim, and when well 
cooled pour over the meat until well 
covered. Let stay in brine for six 
or eight weeks. Take up and as 
soon as dry smoke with a good 
liquid smoke, or better still, hang 
in smoke house and smoke the old 
way, 
using 
green 
hackberry 
and 
hickory wood for twelve or fourteen 
days, and you will have hams and 
bacon good enough for an exservice 
man or woman either.

BHANGHAI, Dec. 15. —China’s 
trade will be less affected than that 
of any other country by the new 
American tariff law, according to 
views expressed in official and com­ 
mercial 
circles in Shanghai. 
The 
chief exports from China that are 
affected by the American tariff are 
egg 
products, 
peanut 
and 
soya 
bean cffl and peanuts and walnuts. 
These constitute less than a fifth 
of China’s exports annually t0 the 
United States. 
The bulk of China’s exports to 
America in aggregate valuation com­ 
prises raw cotton, silk, tea, hides, 
undressed 
furs, fur skins, carpet 
wool, wood oil and sausage cas­ 
ings, or about IO per cent of the 
country’s exports, and 
these are 
continued on the free list. 
Hair nets, 
strawbraid, 
feathers 
and 
down, constituting about IO 
percent of China’s exports, are said 
to be admitted 
under 
the 
same 
scale of duties that obtained under 
the 1913 tariff. 
The new law’s incease from 45 
percent to 55 percent on manufac­ 
tured silk, including pongees will 
not materially affect this trade, it 
is believed, nor is it thought that 
additions in 
the 
advalorem 
duty 
from 60 percent to 90 percent on 
laces and from 60 to 70 percent 
On embroideries will have much ef­ 
fect in reducing the bulk of these 
exports.

(By the Associated Press) 
OLEiVEILAND, Dec. 15. — Ap un­ 
der cover reservoir which will hold 
125,000,000 gallons of water and 
will cost approximately 
$13,000,*- 
000, will be in use next year but 
the entire water works addition, 
started in 1914, will not be finished 
before 1926. 
The plant covers fifty acres and 
is located ;n one of the city’s ex­ 
clusive residential sections. The con­ 
crete cover, sup ported by 1,096 col­ 
umns thirty inches in diameter and 
forty feet high, is 1,050 feet long 
and 550 feet wide. 
The reserver will not be seen 
by the ordinary observer, as it/ is 
planned to cover the top with earth 
and make an attractive park on top, 
with walks, shrubbery and artifi­ 
cial lakes. 
Over the raw .water conduit is the 
chemical house in which are four 
bins holding 217 tons of chemicals 
used in the purification of the wa­ 
ter. In the mixing flume the water 
flows down a slope at the rate of 
ten feet per second and it is here 
that the chemicals are mixed for 
the filtration process. 
The mixed 
water then enters the coagulation 
basins, four in number each hold­ 
ing 8,250,000 gallons. 
These are 
of concrete construction with groin­ 
ed arch roof. The clear water res­ 
ervoir, which is the largest of the 
unit, consists of two basins of re­ 
inforced concrete, with a storage 
capacity of 125,000,000 gallons of 
walter sufficient for a day’s water 
supply for the city.
